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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest (taken in combination with the other claimed features) a 
lid having a first indentation to contact the first electrode and a bottom having a second 
indentation to contact the second electrode, the first and second cross-section getting 
narrower as the first indentation and the second indentation progress into an interior 
housing (claims 1-7); a lid having a first indentation, the first indentation having a first 
cross-section that gets narrower inside the housing; and a bottom having a second 
indentation, the second indentation having a second cross-section that gets narrower 
inside the housing (claims 8, 18-20); and a lid having a first indentation, the first 
indentation having a first cross-section that gets narrower inside the housing; and a 
bottom having a second indentation, the second indentation having a second cross- 
section that gets narrower inside the housing (claims 9-17)
